nducement Is held out to them. 


The Kaudy and Wipperman plants 


are lying idle at the present time but 
he Commercial Club has a proposition 
from the Mr. Kade who was here some 
time ago for the taking over of these 
two plants. While the proposition is 
not much of a business opening for 
the people of Grand Rapids from an 
n vestment Viewpoint, still almost any 
ilnd of a scheme would be better than 
laving (he plants lie idle, 
aa they 


would deteriorate very rapid*ly. 
' According to figures submitted to 
:he meeting It would take about J30,- 
000 to swing the proposition, and those 
present expressed themselves as being 
willing to take about (7000 of this 
amount, and of course there would 
undoubtedly be a number about the 
city who would be glad to help any 
new enterprise along by subscription 
or otherwise.

would recover. 


Mr Flagler was born at Canandai- 


gua, N. Y , m 1830. Little is known of 
his early life except that he was clerk 
in'a country grocery In Orleans coun- 
ty, Michigan, v. hile in his teens. Later 
hp moved to Saginaw, Mich., where he 
engaged in the manufacture of salt. 
Becoming interested in the possibili- 
ties of the petroleum industry, he 
moved to Cleveland, where he or- 
ganized the company of Rockefeller, 
Andrews & Flagler, engaging in the 
refining of oil. 
The Standard 
Oil 


company was the outgrowth of this 
venture, and Mr Flagler was con- 
nected with the management of the 
great corporation from Its inception. 


In 1885 Mr Flagler paid his first 


visit to Florida and became impressed 
with the business possibilities pre- 
sented there by the railroad field In 
connection with the development ot 
winter resorts 
lie built the Florida 


East Coast railroad and later erected 
the Ponce DeLeon and Alcazar hotel* 
at a cost of $3 000,000. His greatest 
achievement was the extension of his 
railroad from Miami to Key 
West.

No 
man who really wishes an anti-alieu 
law will sign a referendum as to this 
law 
If another law is sought It may 


be presented by means of the Initia- 
tive, and in the meantime the present 
law will be In operation " 


Washington, May 21—The reply of 


the United States to the Japanese pro- 
test against the enactment of the Cali- 
fornia alien land law was handed to 
Viscount Chinda, the Japanese ambas- 
sador, by Secretary of State Bryai 
Monday. At the same time a copy of 
the reply was cabled to Tokio for per- 
sonal presentation to the mikado's 
government by the American charge 
d'affaires.

Ing in Chihuahua, Mexico, found an 
old tunnel, the mouth of which had 
been walled up at some remote time. 
There was the usual local tradition ot 
a lost mine in 
the neighborhood, 


worked by the Spaniards of old and 
abandoned by them In consequence ol 
•the hostility of the Apaches. The dis- 
coverers of-the walled-up tunnel de- 
cided this was it, and have found It 
to be an exceedingly paying one. 


A still richer find was that of a 


prospector on the Mexican side of th« 
Rio Grande, near Port Hancock, Tex 
An old "dump" of worked rock Kid 
been there BO long that nobody ktew 
who had taken the rock out. Not 
even a tradition was associated with 
it. 
A prospector interested capital- 


ists, and the old workings were re- 
opened. 


On the face of the hill being clear- 


ed for the tunnel, the miners were 
surprised to flnd a 
solid 
wall of 


masonry, laid In cement, and so hard 
that they had to blow it down hy 
means of dynamite. 
Once through 


this wall they discovered a tunnel 
that a few feet further on was closed 
by a massive door of hardwood logs 
fastened by a huge lock of antique 
Spanish workmanship. They broke in 
and found tbat the tunnel ran about 
400 feet to a breast of ore many times 
richer than any found for many years. 
A revolution or Indian rising had 
probably caused the mine to be aban- 
doned, and the workers with the char- 
acteristic subtlety of their time had 
hidden the bonanza, leaving exposed 
only the waste product on the surface. 


SEEMS NOT TO CURE CROOKS 


There Is No 
Proof 
That Surgical 


Operations 
Can 
Change 
the 


Moral Character. 


An Interesting after development In 


a surgical case which attracted much 
attention about four years ago has 
just occurred, say a the Journal of the 
.American Medical Association. A pris- 
oner serving a long sentence In the 
prison at Dannemora, N. Y., was par- 
doned by Governor White on represen- 
tations which seemed to make it clear 
that he had been cured of his crimi- 
nal tendencies by a surgical opera- 
tion. 
Following the operation 
the 


prisoner's character seemed to change. 
From being sullen and morose he be- 
came bright and cheerful, 
walked 


with firmer step, held his head erect 
and appeared to be a different man. 
It Is not surprising that a few months 
after the operation the governor was 
induced to set him free on parole, and 
there seemed to be every reason to 
hope that a useful citizen had been 
restored to society In place of the 
criminal that had been taken from 
it. 


Unfortunately the arrest of the pa- 


roled prisoner the first week of Jan- 
uary of the present year, for a series 
of burglaries with regard to which the 
evidence is complete, seems to make it 
clear tbat the improvement was only 
temporary, or that the operation and 
his subsequent good conduct were 
steps in a scheme to obtain his re- 
lease from prison. It Is of course 
only what might be expected,. There 
is no trustworthy evidence to show 
that changes in moral character, inde- 
pendent of mental deterioration, result 
from pressure on the brain. Sensa- 
tional announcements of Improvement 
in such cases after surgical interven- 
tion, like those that used to be made 
after various surgical procedures In 
epilepsy, need to be controlled by the 
subsequent history of the case. Im- 
mediate improvement in such cases 
la usually mental rather than physical, 
and successes reported before many 
years have tested their permanence 
are liable to produce false impressions 


Jerusalem Since Conquest by Titus. 


Briefly the history of Jerusalem 


since It fell to Titus, A. D. 70, covers 
the devastation of the city In 134 A. 
D., following the rebellion of Bar Coch- 
ba. In 136 the Emperor Hadrian re- 
built the city, and generally paganized 
it. When the empire eventually be- 
came Christian, pilgrimages to the 
Holy City increased, and in 333 the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre was 
founded. Justinian also distinguished 
himself as a restorer; but in 614 Jeru- 
salem fell before the Persians, and in 
637 it came under the rule of the Mo- 
hammeJaus. The Arab overlords wera 
not on the whole unfriendly to the 
Christians, and the city was well 
cared for by them; but when the 
Seljuk Turks came into power their 
oppression of the pilgrims became a 
challenge to the Christian nations, 
and the crusades were the result. 
Godfrey of Bouillon restored the city 
fn 1099, but it was retaken by Sala- 
din in 1187. From 1217 it was subject 
to Egpyt for 270 years, but eventually 
fell to the Sultan Selim I. in 1517, In 
1825 there was a partially successful 
revolt against the Turkish despotism, 
but in 1840 the authority of Turkey 
was confirmed by the powers. Of re- 
cent years the city has become the re- 
fuge for exiled Jews, manly from Rus- 
sia.

From the Topmost Mountain to the j 


Lo\w«st Ocean Bed Is Nearly 


Eight Miles. 


The maximum difference in eleva- 


tion of land in the United States is 
14,777 feet, according to the United 
States 
Geological 
Survey. 
Mount 


Whitney, the highest point, is 14,501 
feet above sea level, and a point in 
Death Valley is 276 feet below sea 
level. These two points, which are 


both in California, are less than nine- 
ty miles apart 
This difference is 


stnall, however, as compared with the 
figures for Asia. Mount Everest rises 
29,002 feet above sea level whereas 
the shores of the Dead Sea are 1,290 
feet oelow sea level, a total difference 
in land heights of 30,292 feet. Mount 
Bvereet has never been climbed. 


The greatest ocean depth yet found 


is 32,088 feet, at a point about forty 
miles north of the island of Mindanao, 
in the Philippine Islands. The ocean 
bottom at this point it therefore more 


than eleven and one-half miles below 
the summit of Mount Everest.

SEEMS NOT, TO CURE CROOKS 


There Is No Proof That 
Surgical 


Operations 
Can 
Change 
the 


Moral Character. 


An interesting after development in 


a surgical case which attracted much 
attention about four years ago has 
just occurred, says the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. A pris- 
oner serving a long sentence In the 
prison at Dannemora, N. Y., was par- 
doned by Governor White on represen- 
tations which seemed to make it clear 
that he had'been cured of his crimi 
nal tendencies by a surgical opera- 
tion. 
Following the operation 
the 


prisoner's character seemed to change. 
From being sullen and morose he be- 
came bright and 
cheerful, 
walked 


with firmer step, held his head erect 
and appeared to be a different man. 
It is not surprising that a few months 
after the operation the governor was 
Induced to.set him free on parole, and 
there seemed to be every reason to 
hope that a useful citizen had been 
restored to society In place of the 
criminal that had been taken from 
it. 


Unfortunately the arrest o£ the pa- 


roled prisoner the first week of Jan- 
uary of the present year, for a series 
of burglaries with regard to which the 
evidence is complete, seems to make it 
clear that the improvement was only 
temporary, or that the operation and 
his subsequent good 
conduct were 


steps in a scheme to obtain his re- 
lease from prison. It is of course 
only what might be expected,. There 
is no trustworthy evidence to show 
that changes in moral character, inde- 
pendent of mental deterioration, result 
from pressure on the brain. Sensa- 
tional announcements of improvement" 
in such cases after surgical interven- 
tion, like those that used to be made 
after various surgical procedures in 
epilepsy, need to be controlled by the 
subsequent history of the case. Im- 
mediate improvement In such cases 
is usually mental rather than physical, 
and successes reported before many 
years have tested their permanence 
are liable to produce false impressions

The delightful writer who con- 
tributes "The Office Window" to the 
London Daily Chronicle tell* us. that 
while searching through some of tho 
earliest newspapers printed his ^ eye 
was continually diverted to news let- 
ters from the continent giving ac- 
counts of the unholy war which Tur- 
key was Paging on Plungary and Aus- 
tria. Almost at random he copies ^the 
following from the Newes of Septem- 
ber 17, 1663, a grim reminder that tho

At this 
instant comes fresh Intelligence of 10,- 
000 Turks, and as many Tartars, pass- 
ing the Waegh, and that they carry 
all before them with Fire and Sword." 


And again: "We hear that upon the 


third Instant the Enemy has beaten 
our Foot by the River Waegh, and 
Possess'd himself of the narrow Pas- 
sages between the Hills, where he has 
burnt divers Towns and Villages, and 
Massacred many Thousands of People, 
striking off the heads of some, putting 
others in Chains . . . and cutting 
to pieces Young and Old without Dis- 
tinction or Mercy."

It will see the', final fruiting 
of a national, official sympathy with 
the bereaved who have lost sons, 
brothers and Hweetheartn in their 


country's Hervlee, It will witness the flnul'results 
of tho nation's attempts to do all things possible 
for those bereaved.nud lor the memory ol tne 
dead, - I t Is a big task, and the manner of Its 
accomplishment Is the utory of a tribute paid to 
one of the.noblest sentiments that hV ever been 
lodged In tho breasts of a people. 
\ 


In that attempt, since 1900, for Instance, the 


United States government has supplied free-of 
charge 150,000 headstones to mark the graves ot 
Boldlera and sailors who have done her service. 
To the cemeteries of the great cities, to those 
of the quiet hamlet, to thoeo on the borderlands 
of 
civilization, these 
headstones have gone. 


This Memorial day they offer themselves to a 
flcattorod multitude as fitting places for tho be- 
atowal of floral wreaths. The unmarked graves,, 
through the efforts of the government, are grow- 
ing fewer. 


In the national cemeteries alone there are the 


remains of 154,000 unknown heroes who, have mot 
<leath in-the defense of their country, and .who 
must, because of the loss of their Identity, be 
denied individual, recognition. Yet the nation has 
exhausted every resource in attempting to find 
the names of these heroic dead. The very futil- 
ity of these deaths, from tho standpoint of the.- 
credit received by the men as individuals, calls 
forth a sentimental appreciation of their service 
that overshadows that accorded the men with .the 
handsomest monuments. Tho unknown are being 
retaterred In sacred ground, .their graves are . 
being kept green and great monuments are being 
erected to them, collectively. 


Every effort Is being made to prevent the re- 


currence in tho future of/tho tragedy of the "un- 
known" grave. 
At the war department army 


regulations have been drafted .and put into execu- 
tion that aro so rigid that in the future it will be 
Impossible for the soldier who fights for his coun- 
try to fail of identification wherever ho may fall. 


Abovo all this, the government has .developed 


a system of careful and generous disposition of 
the remains of .the dead soldier'or'sailor'that 
offers the 'greatest possible recompense to the 
aggrieved and the best possible chance for the 
perpetuation of the memory of the. gloriously 
dead, for the remains of any man who dies in 
the service, wherever his end may come, are 
transported to any other spot on the. globe that 
be designated by his family and there given bur- 
ial with military honors. All this is at the ex- 
pense of the government, for the glory of the 
dead and the consolation of his family. .

William L. Royal), a prominent at- 


torney of Richmond, and one of the 
most picturesque characters In the 
south, who died recently at the sum- 
mer home of his daughter in Tren- 
on, N. J., was the last participant in 
and witness of the McCarty-Mordecai 


ffalr to pass away. 
He was Mor- 


decai's second in the duel. Shortly 
before his death Mr. Royal] concluded 
that it was proper to break the silence 
he had consistently maintained and 
.o make public the facts in the case. 
His is the only authentic story of the 
famous encounter and he told it sub- 
stantially as follows: 


"Mary Triplett, one of the most 


beautiful women ever created by the 
Almighty, waa at that time a reigning 
belle in Richmond. Page McCarty, an 
attractive, devil-may-care sort of fel- 
ow, fell desperately iri love with her. 
It was generally understood that they 
had become engaged. All at once Miss 
Triplett broke oft with him and went 
to Europe. When she returned she 
would not speak to McCarty and would 
never afterward have anything to do 
with him. 


"We had a German club at Rich- 


mond that met once in two weeks. 
The club was usually led by a reckless 
bright, 
audacious 
fellow 
named 


Sprig Campbell. At one of the meet- 


^ Campbell contrived a figure tha 


would throw McCarty and Miss Trip 
ett together for a dance. It was a 
wanton act intended for cleverness 
They met and commenced to dance 
but after a turn or two Miss Triplet 
disengaged herself and walked to he 
seat.

I remonstrated 
vith him, telling him that he had no 
ight to interfere, that Miss Triplett 
lad a grown brother who would do 
vhatever was proper.

ie quieted, however, and went off to 
ur mutual friend, Willie Trigs, to 
•onsult with him. Trigg told him ex- 
actly what I had told him, and be- 
ween us we got him to promise to 
el MeCarty alone. 


".The next night I met him at the 


Richmond club, a fashionable organ- 
zation of which McCarty and Mor- 
decai were both members, and, being 
seated together on a sofa, he pro- 
ceeded to denounce McCarty in the 
most unmeasured terms. A relative 
of McCarty overheard him and report- 
ed the denunciation to McCarty. At 
.hat time dueling in Virginia was dy- 
ng, but it was very far from dead. 
McCarty sent a friend to Mordecai, 
lemanding a retraction and an apolo- 
;y, which Mordecai refused to make. 
McCarty had said he had not written 
the verses about Miss Triplett, but 
about another lady named Mary, and 
got the matter patched up upon that 
basis. Thereupon the matter waa sup- 
posed to be closed. But there were 
gossips in Richmond and one, a sin- 
gularly beautiful and intelligent girl, 
nacle her tongue busy with insinua- 
tions that McCarty had backed out be- 
cause he was afraid. 
These things 


came to McCarty's ears and put him 
m a terrible fury. 


"A short time afterward Mordecai 


entered the barroom of the Richmond 
club, where McCarty was. Mordecai 
ordered a drink, and while it was be- 
ing prepared, McCarty walked up and 
down the floor right by Mordecai, 
making references to the affair, and 
making threats of what he would do 
if he got the chance. Presently Mor- 
decai' walked up to him and said, 'Do 
you mean 
those remarks for me? 


McCarty replied in a most insulting 
manner, 
'And who are you, sir? 


Mordecai answered, 'I am a gentleman 
at least.' 
McCarty then said, as of- 


fensively as possible, 'Ah,' and Mor- 
decai instantly struck him a powerfu 
blow in the face that cut all the skin 
from over his left eye and felled him 
to the floor. Mordecai then jumped 
on him, seizing both his wrists, anc 
had him pinned to the floor when 
rushed in and separated them.

S, Dorsey Cullen, who had served as 
surgeon on the staff of General Long 
street, Was present as a friend of Me 
Carty.

with a handsome gold watch, and med- 
al by the democrats. He was the first 
editor of the Richmond Times.

Conflict of Races Started Long Ago, 


item* Dettined Now to Be Fought 


to a Finish. 


An Italian newspaper reminds us 


usefully that the Balkan war began 
centuries ago. 
In the state archives 


of Vienna is the declaration of war 
stnt by Sultan Meheroet IV. to Em- 
p<ror Leopold In 1682. "Bo it known 
to you, the heir of the Caesars, to the 
king of Poland, and to your 
allies 


and omnipotent emperor ot the east 
and west. . 
. . is on the point of 


invading your paltry territories. We 
si .all bring 1,300,000 soldiers, on horse 
and foot, to crush you utterly and lay 
waste all your domains. We command 
you to await our coming 
in 
your 


residence in Vienna, where it is our 
intention to have you beheaded." 


But the war was even then an old 


atory. The delightful writer who con- 
tributes "The Office Window" to the 
London Daily Cbronicle tells us that 
while searching through some of the 
earliest newspapers printed his eye 
was continually diverted to news' let- 
tern from the continent giving ac- 
counts of tho unholy war which Tur- 
key was waging on Hungary and Aus- 
tria. Almost at random he copies tha 
following from the Newes of Septem- 
ber 17, 1G63, a grim reminder that tho 
Turk has remained unchanged and un- 
changeable for these 250 years 
at 


least:

"Vienna, Sept. 6.—In Austria every 


Fifth Man is to Bear Armes; and they 
hope to raise 20,000 Men upon that 
Levy to secure the Frontiers.

EMORIAL DAY this year will wlt- 


the perfecting of the nation's 


plans 
for honoring 
her 
military 


dead. 
It will see the final fruiting 


of a rational, official sympathy with 
the bereaved who nave lost sons, 
brothers and swesthearts in their 


country's service. It will witness the final results 
of the nation's attempts to do all things possible 
Tor those bereaved .and for the memory of the 
dead. 
It is a big task, and the manner of its 


accomplishment is the story of a tribute paid to 
one of the noblest sentiments that has ever been 
lodged in the breasts of a people. 


)n that attempt, since 1900, for instance, the 


United States government has supplied free of 
charge 150,000 headstones to mark the graves of 
soldiers and sailors who have done her service. 
To the cemeteries of the great cities, to those 
of Uie quiet hamlet, to those on the borderlands 
of 
civilization, 
these 
headstones have gone. 


This Memorial day they offer themselves to a 
scattered multitude as fitting places for the. be- 
stowal of floral wreaths. Tho unmarked graves, 
through the efforts of the government, are grow- 
ing fewer. 


In the national cemeteries alone there are the 


remains of 154.000 unknown heroes who have met 
death in the defense of their country, and who 
must, because of the loss of their identity, be 
denied individual recognition. Yet the nation has 
exhausted every resource in attempting to find 
the names of these heroic dead. The very futil- 
ity of these deaths, from the standpoint of the 
credit received by the men as individuals, calls 
forth a sentimental appreciation of their service 
that overshadows that accorded the men with the 
handsomest monuments. The unknown are being 
reinterred in sacred ground, their graves are 
being kept preen and great monuments are being 
erected to them, collectively. 


Every effort is being made to prevent the re- 


currence in the future of the tragedy of the "un- 
kno\v7i" grave. 
At the war department army 


regulations have been drafted and put into execu- 
tion that are so rigid that in the future it will be 
impossible fcr the soldier who fights for his coun- 
try lo fail of identification wherever he may fall. 


Above ail this, the government has developed 


a system of careful and generous disposition of 
the remains of the dead soldier or 'sailor that 
offers the greatest possible recompense to the 
aggrieved and the best possible chance for the 
perpetuation of the memory of the gloriously 
dead, for the remains of any man who dies in 
the service, wherever his end may come, are 
transported to any other spot on the globe that

creasing. 


Today when a man is inspected for active duty 


a metal tag of Identification is a part of his 


equipment. When men go into the field of active 
service each wears about his neck a piece of 
tape, and hung upon that tape there is a metal 
tag which contains his name, the branch of the 
service to which he belongs and his particular 
regiment and company. 
This tag IB made of 


aluminum and the lettering is Btampert into It. 
It is practically indestructible. If a man Is killed 
in battle he may always be identified. 


When the identity of the individual has been 


established 
the department 
will 
communicate 


with his relativea. 
If they desire his remains, 


these will be prepared for transportation to the 
old home. They will be brought back to his own 
people to be buried as they wish. All expenses 
will be borne by the federal government. 
If the 


relatives of the dead soldier or sailor prefer 
that ho be buried in a national cemetery they 
may so order, and the orders will be carried out 
to the letter. 
^ 


There are the men who have died in the Philip- 


pines, for instance. None of these are left to rest 
in this foreign, tropic land. 
All are eventually 


sent back to the states. Relatives are Informed 
of their coming. They may order the disposition 
of the remains as they see fit. In case there is 
no call for the remains of the Philippine vet- 
eran, his body is interred in the national ceme- 
tery at San Francisco and duly marked. 


During the Civil war there were great numbers 


of Confederate soldiers taken prisoners and lield- 
in northern prisons. Many of these died in these 
prisons, and many others, suffering from wounds, 
and disease, died in the hospitals of the "Union 
forces. 
Two years ago the federal government 


appropriated $200,000 to mark the graves of 
these Confederate soldiers. That money is now 
being expended. 
The task is practically com-

where is evidenced the thoroughness and 
effi- 


ciency of the nation's attempt to take care of its 
dead and assure the perpetuation of the name 
and the credit of the martial hero. 


Twelve freight' trains of 25 oars each would 


be required to haul the money In 20-dollar gold 
pieces that this nation has paid out in pensions 
to the veterans of the Civil war. 
Ten freight 


cars would be required to haul the money In gold 
that the nation pays to its veterans in a single 
year. These amounts promise to be greatly aug- 
mented by legislation now pending before con- 
gress. 


The pension office in Washington Is the pri- 


mary monument in honor of the 'old soldier. It 
was built with the particular idea In mind of 
furnishing a clearing house for the gratuities 
which the government extends to him. It is the 
largest building ever erected by the federal gov- 
ernment. The maintenance of the pension service 
alone in its handling of the sums that go to tho 
pensioners cost the government $2,660,000 last 
year. 
The net sums paid out in pensions has 


during the last few years amounted around 
$160.000,000 annually. 


This appropriation would mean a couple of 


dollars to every man, woman and child In ^he 
nation. ' Indirectly every man, woman and child 
contributes a couple of dollars to it. 


The government has expended in pensions to 


date for all the wars of the- past a little over 
^4,000,000,000. Of this $3.000,000.000 was received 
by Civil war veterans. 
Pour billion dollars is an 


enormous amount of money. There is at present 
in the United States, including all the gold, silver 
and paper money in all the treasuries, banks, 
wallets and old socks, but $3,556,000,000. 
This 


• is to say, there is not enough money in 
the 


United States today to pay, at a single time, the 
pensions that the Chil war veterans have re- 
ceived. 
So, in the course of drawing their 


stipends it is evident that the pensions have at 
one time or another had all the money there is. 
There is but $1,750,000,000 in gold coin in the 
United States. There is not half enough gold coin 
in existence to have paid these pensions had the 
call come all at once. The government has paid 
out altogether 250 carloads of gold coin in pen- 
sions. 
All its gold might have been used two 


and one-half times over in the process. If this 
twelve trainloads of gold were loaded at once it 
would require but nine additional trainloads to 
haul the balance of the gold coin of the World. 


These pensions are paid quite cheerfully. There 


is hardly a dissenting voice In congress when a 
proposal to increase pensions Is introduced. The 
people approve of the action. 
They worship at 


the shrine of the martial hero and are willing at 
all times to 'be taxed that he may be given 
further pittances. 


The pension appropriation is the largest indi- 


vidual item when, each year, congress makes up 
the 
list 
of governmental expenditures. 
Yet 


scarcely a voice is raised in disclaimer. 
Admin- 


istrations may lay Jieavy stress upon the pro-- 
gram of economy, but no suggestion is ever made 
that the pension roll be cut. 
When measures 


of pension increases are brought before congress 
not even the Democrats vote against them. When 
investigating committees 'go roaming through 
government departments in search of financial 
leaks the pension office is clear-listed and no 
questions are asked. 
The veteran and his pen- 


sion are held sacred. 


When the question is raised as to who shall 


secure position under Uncle Sam, the veteran 1s 
again given the advantage. , In the civil service, 
in the first place, the age limit is removed fw>m 
the old soldier. 
Be his age what'it may, the 


positions are all open to him. In the examina- 
tions that must be taken under civil service rules 
the veteran need secure an average of but 65, 
while the civilian must rate at least 70.

EMORIAL DAY this ..year will wit- 


ness the. perfecting of the nation's 
plans 
for 
honoring 
her 
military 


dead. 
It will see the final fruiting 


of a national, official sympathy with 
the bereaved who have lost sons 
brothers and sweethearts in their 


country's service. It will witness the final'.results 
or tho nation's attempts to do all things possible 
for those bereaved. and for the memory of the 
dead. - It is a big task, and the manner of its 
accomplishment is the story of a tribute paid to 
one of the.noblest sentiments that tim.s ever been 
lodged in the breasts of a people. 
\ 


In that attempt, since 1900, for instance, the 


United States government has supplied free of 
charge 150,000 headstones to mark the graves ot 
soldiers and sailors who have done her service. 
To the cemeteries ot the great cities, to those 
of the quiet hamlet, to those on the borderlands 
of 
civilization, these 
headstones 
have 
gone. 


This Memorial day they offer themselves to a 
scattered multitude as fitting places for the be- 
atowal of floral wreaths. 
Tho unmarked graves, 


through the efforts of the government, are grow- 
i n g fewer. 
' • ' • • ' 


In the national cemeteries alone there are the 


remains of 15-1.000 unknown heroes who, have met 
death in -the defense of their country, and .who 
must because of the loss of their identity, be 
denied individual, recognition. Yet the nation has 
exhausted 'every resource in attempting to find 
the names of these heroic dead. The very futil- 
ity of these deaths, from tho standpoint, of the 
credit received by the men as individuals, calls 
forth a sentimental appreciation of their service 
that overshadows that accorded the men with .the 
handsomest monuments. The unknown are being 
relnterred in sacred ground, .their graves- are 
being kept green and great monuments are being 
erected to them, collectively. 


Every effort is being made to prevent the re- 


currence in the future of the tragedy of the "un- 
known" grave. 
At the war department army 


regulations have been drafted .and put into execu- 
tion that are so rigid that in the future it will be 
impossible for the soldier who fights for his coun- 
try to fail of identification wherever he may fall. 


Abovo all this, the government has .developed 


a system of careful and generous disposition of 
the remains of the dead soldier' or 'sailor -that 
offers the 'greatest possible recompense to the 
aggrieved and the best possible chance for the 
perpetuation of the memory of the. gloriously 
dead, for the remains of any man who dies in 
the service, wherever his end may come, are 
transported to any other spot on the globe that 
te designated by his family and there given bur- 
ial with military honors. All this is at the ex- 
pense of the government, for the glory of the 
dend and the consolation of his family. .

DOJTT WANT IT CHANGED. 


Horde of Lobbyists Striving to Pre- 


serve the High Tariff. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—Presi- 


dent Wilson told correspondents today 
that he believed the moat extraordi- 
nary lobby ever gathered by special 
interests to overcome legislation was 
now mustered at £he capltol against 
the tariff bill. 


The'president said he had no doubt 


that a -few so-called lobbyists were 
there on legitimate errands but that 
the great majority were occupied by a 
systematic misrepresentation of facts 
While the president believes that the 
"lobby" opposition is 
concentrated 


against free sugar and free wool he Is 
not apprehensive that it will be suc- 
cessful. 


The president made it clear that he 


believed scientific business methods 
and efficiency would overcome tariff 
cuts and that with the application of 
scientific methods Louisiana would not 
only be able to continue in the sugar 
ndustry but do so profitably. 


Public Should be Advised. 


The president later issued the fol- 


owing statement: 


"I think that the public ought to 


itnow the extraordinary exertions being 
made by the lobby in Washington to 
gain recognition for certain alterations 
of the tariff bill. Washington has sel- 
dom seen so numerous, so industrious 
or so insidiouH-a lobby. The newspa- 
pers are being filled with paid adver- 
tisements calculated to mislead not on- 
y the judgment of public men, but 
also the public opinion of the country 
tself. 
There is every evidence that 


money without limit is being spent to 
sustain this lobby and to create an ap- 
pearance of a pressure of public opin- 
on antagonistic to some of the chief 
terns of the tariff bill. 


"Create Artificial Opinion." 


"It is of serious interest to the coun- 


try that the people at large should 
have no lobby and be voiceless in these 
matters, while great bodies of astute 
men seek to create an artificial opinion 
and to overcome the interests of the 
public for their private profit. 
It is 


thoroughly worth the while of the peo 
pie of this country to take knowledge 
of this matter. 
Only public opinion 


can check and destroy it. 


"The government in all its branches 


ought to be relieved from this ,intoler- 
able burden and this constant inter- 
ruption to the calm progress of debate. 
I know that in this I am speaking for 
the members of the two houses who 
would rejoice as much as I would to 
be released from 'this undesirable sit- 
uation."
